FEDERAL COURT oF APPEALS 28. 
‘TABLISHES A. PRECEDENT. 
Gives to Information Gatherea a. 
Standing as Property—Such Matter 

Not.Copyrightable, but ThatJs Held 
nnecessary—Decision Made in the 
Western Union Ticker Case, and the 
Injunction Against ‘Appropriating 
Reports from Tape Is Permanent. 


A property: right in news or valuable in- 


formation collected and published is estab-. 


lished in a decision handed down yesterday: 
by the United States Circuit court of ap- 


peals. Such property right does. not cease 
with publication nor at any definite time 
thereafter. 

The court says such published matter is 
not strictly copyrightable, not having the | 
true 983 of authorship. 

„But is service like this to b@ outlawed?” 
the court asks. Is tbe enterprise ‘of the 
great news agencies, or the independent 
enterprise of the great newspapers, or of 
the great telegraph and cablé lines, to be 
denied appeal to the courts against the in- 
roads of the parasite, for no other reason 
than that the law, fashioned hitherto to fit 
the relations of authors and the public, can- 
not be made to fit the relations of the public 
and this dissimilar class of servants? 

“We choose rather to make precedent—one 
from which is eliminated'as immaterial the 
law grown up around authorship—and we see 
no better way to start 


Case at Bar the Suit.“ 


The opinion was prepared by Judge Gross- 
cup and has the concurrence of Judges Jen- 
kins, Baker, and Bunn. The case at bar 
was the appeal of the National News Tele- 
graph company, the Illinois Commission

Appropriating News Admitted. 

After a preliminary statement con 
the business of the Western Union Tele- 
oan’ company, and of the appellants, Judge 

rosscup says: 

“ The evidence shows that the appellants 
haye been appropriating the news appearing 
upon the appellee’s tape, and thereupon, with 
the loss of a few moments only, redistribut- 
ing such news over their own wires and 
tickers to their patrons. Such appropriation 
is not denied, but is defended as appellant's 
lawful right upon the ground, chiefly, that 
upon the appearance of the printed tape upon 
the appellee’s tickers there is such a pub- 
lication as, within the meaning of the law, 
dedicates the contents of the tape to the 
public and deprives appellee of any further 
monopoly therein.” 

The court then points out as obvious that 
if other companies may lawfully appropriate 
this information and distribute it without 
any expense of collection, then the gathering 
and distributing of news woth business enter- 


Matter on Tape Not Copyrightable.. 

The matter on the tape is not, however, | 
copyrightable, the court holds, saying: , 

-* Generally speaking, authorship implies | 
that there has been put into the production 
something meritorious from the author's 
own mind; that the product embodies the 
thought of the author as well as the thought 
of others; and would not have found exist- 
ence in the form presented but for the dis- 
tinctive individuality of mind. from which 


‘it sprang. 


„A mere annal, on the contrary, is the 
reduction to copy of an event that others, 
in a like situation, would have observed; 
and its statement in the substantial form 
that people genefally would have adopted.“ 

Judged by this test the court holds the 
printed matter on the tape is in no sense 

copyrightable. 

“Tt is at most,” the judge. says, tho 
mere annal of events transpiring. It 4s, 
in its totality, nothing more or less than 
the transmission by electricity over long 
distances of what a spectator of the event, 
occupying a fortunate tion to see or 
hear, would have communicated by word 
ef mouth to his less fortunate neighbor. 


‘“‘Precommunicatedness” Valuable. 

„che value of the tape to the patron is al- 
most wholly in the fact that the knowledge 
thus communicated is earlier in point of time 
than knowledge communicated through 
other means. In just this quality, to coin 
a word, the ‘ precommunicatedness’ of the 


information is the essence of appellee’s serv- 


ice, the quality that wins from the patron 
his patronage.” 

The court then holds that in virtue of this 
quality alone the printed tape has acquired 
a commercial value. This is service,“ the 
judge says, not authorship nor the work 
of the publisher.“

vilie's murder mystery deepens. Although 
Millard F. Lester has been arrested charged 
with the murder of Frederick M. Larimore, 
who was shot down in front of his home in 
the village of Plainville Thureday night, the 
mystery is not solved. The trouble seems to 
lie in the multiplicity of motives and the 
lack of any definite proof. 

The evidence against Lester is purely cir- 
cumstantial. Bloodhounds followed a trail 
through the orchard from which the shot that 
killed Larimore was fired to a hitching rack 
to which Lester’s horse was tied on the night 
ofthe murder. Lester knew that his daugh- 
ter, the young wife of Alva McKee, was in- 
fatuated with Larimore. Once he tried to 
force a quarrel with Larimore over the mat- 
Larimore's love affairs were numerous, and 
friends and relatives of other young women 
are known to have been angered against him. 

Lester Refuses to Talk. 

Lester has been released on $10,000 bond, 
signed by his daughter, Mrs, McKee, pending 
a preliminary hearing on Nov. 5. He has 
returned to his home near Plainville. He 
will not talk about the case, and acting under 
the advice of his attorneys he refused to dis- 
cuss the matter in any way except to de- 
‘clare his innocence and say he will prove it 
when the trial is held. Just after his arrest 
he admitted that some of the circumstances 
warranted the suspicion against him, but in- 
sisted tha} they could be explained away. 

The kill of Larimore was a deliberate 
assassination. Larimore spent last Thurs- 
day evening with friends and started home 
a little after 9 o'clock. Half an hour later 
his body was found by his brother, Clarence, 
lying on the walk within fifty yards of his 
home, with a bullet hole in the breast. For 
a time there was suspicion against Clarence, 
because it was known that the two brothers 
were not on friendly terms, but that suspi- 
cion was cleared away. : 

Clew in g Rifle. 

There is one clew which may lead to the 
solution of the mystery. The bullet hole in 
Fred Larimore’s breast was made by a ban 
from a small target rifle. There are several 
euch rifles iff Plainville, but the owners of 
them are not suspected. The rifle with which 
the shooting was done has not been found, 
and it is believed that it has been thrown in 
some well or ravine.

Detectives See Motive for Crime. . 

Detectives allege that Lester’s motive for 
killing Larimore was the infatuation of his 
daughter, Mrs. Alva McKee, aged 20 years, 
for Larimore. She was in Chicago with 
her husband on the day of the murder, on 
their way home from a sanitarium at Bat- 
tle Creek, Mich. McKee’s health had been 
bad for several months, and he went to 
the sanitarium six weeks ago. His wife 
was with him there most of the time, stop- 
ping at a hotel. 
In Larimore's trunk were found a number 
of letters from Mrs. Kee, They were af- 
fectionate in tone. The latest of the letters 
was postmarked Battle Creek, and was 
written Oct. 7. It was in Mrs. McKee’s 
handwriting, and was signed Tou Know.“ 


Creek. It stated that the writer was liv- 
ing at a hotel, while her husband was at the 
sanitariuth. The writer offered to pay Lari-

Letters Lead to Arrest. 

The letters led to the arrest of Lester. The 
detectives learned that knowledge of the in- 
fatuation of his daughter and Larimore was 
in possession of Mr. . They also 
learned that July 4 at Hull, where Larimore 
was filing an engagement with the Plain- 
ville band, Lester had sought a quarrel with 
him and insisted that the young man’s atten-

Mrs. McKee is worth $30,000 in crown 
rights, having inherited the money from her 
grandparents. She refuses to talk about the 
case in any way. She is at her home near 
Plainville with her husband. She sides with 
her father in the case. Letters from other 
women were found in Larimore’s trunk, 
among them somé from Miss Rosa Flick of 
Kinderhook, to whom Larimore was engaged.

STEEL CORPORATION TAKES 
ALL BERTHS IN SHIPYARDS. 


Combine Monopolizes Capacity of Ameri- 
can Shipbuilding Company for Its 
Big New Vessels. 


All previous records in shipbullding on the 
great lakes will look small when the an- 
nouncement is made officially in a few days 
that the United States Steel corporation, 
through the Pittsburg Steamship company, 
its lake end, has contracted for every. berth in 
the yards of the American Shipbuilding com- 
pany as rapidly as they may become vacant. 
The contract will take in the entire capacity 
of the shipyard trust, except a few smaller 
berths, for the coming year and the early 
part of 1904. 

The vessels to be constructed will all be 


} steamers of the following dimensions: Keel, 


550 feet; beam, 58 feet; depth of hold, 30 feet. 
On a mean draft of eighteen feet of water 
they will carry 9,000 tons. The plans will 
call for steamers of the highest type of 
modern construction. All the ships will be 
exactly alike, if the present plans are carried 
out to the end. The total outiay contem- 
plated for these vessels is $10,000,000. 

Since the organization of the United States 
Steel corporation, which took control of 114 
lake vessels which had been owned by the 
constituent companies, the combination had 
not hitherto made a move to increase its fleet. 
At first there was a panic! among vessel- 
owners that the billion dollar trust was going
